INSURGENTS PREPARE TO 
TAKE THE OFFENSIVE 


The Opening of Hostilities Will Find 
Bulgaria Fully Prepared in Men 
and War Materials to Face the 


Turk at the Border. 


SOFIA. Bulgaria, Sept. 26.—Simultane- 
ously with the issue of the irade appoint- 
ing the mixed Macedonian commission, the 
report comes from Constantinople that the 
porte has ordered the mobilization of two 
additional divisions of Asiatic troops. The 
irade has created little impression here. 
The belief prevails that the Sultan is act- 
ing solely in view of the approaching meet- 
ing between the Russian and Austrian em- 
perors and with ,the hope of convincing 
therm that he is anxious to maintain peacc. 

A dispatch from Ritla says that the in- 
surgents, encouraged by their recent suc- 
ceases, are abandoning a strictly defensive 
attitude and are preparing to take the of- 
fensive. The insurgents are reported to 
have ample stocks of provisions in their 
camp in the Perin mountains. A large 
Turkish force surrounded an insurgent 
camp near Prespo and the insurgents had 
40 men and 80 women and children killed. 

The Turkish loss was heavy. 

Another fight in the same district resulted 

in the defat of an insurgent band, ten of 
whom were killed and the remainder fled 
to the mountains. In an engagement near 
Kesela. Monastir villayet, the Turks lost 
100 killed and wounded, while the insur- 
gents had 15 killed and 2 wounded. 
A telegram from Varna announces that 
600 old men, women and children, starving 
and nearly naked, have arrived there from 
Bargas, where they were unable to find 
shelter. 

Preparations for the mobilization of the 
Bulgarian army have been carried out with 
completeness and a declaration of war 
against Turkey would find the Bulgarians 
sufficiently prepared with equipment and 
supplies. Gen. Nicolaieff will probably 
be the commander-in-chief in event of 
hostilities. 

The diplomatic agents of Russia and 
Austria have informed the Bulgarian g0V- 
ernment that thelr governments, in agree- 
ment with the other powers, are resolved 
never to depart from their published pro- 
gram of reforms in Macedonia and that 
Bulgaria must not count on any support 
for any other purpose. The agents an- 
nounced that the same declaration would 
be made at Constantinople.

THE OYSTER’S SIDE. 


From the Philadelphia Record. 

Why does an oyster sleep and live on 
its left side? asked a man who is inter- 
ested in oyster culture. “Well, I suppose 
we will have to put the question to na- 
ture, and nature has her own way of an- 
swering questions. I have been around in 
the oyester waters of the Chesapeake Bay 
and Choptank River for many years, and 
am in a position to say that this is the 
natural position of the oyster. I may re- 
mark purenthetically that this is one of 
the difficulties we have to contend with, 
for in rebedding oysters and bunching them 
an oyster is occasionalfy thrown upon its 
right side and weighted so that it cannot 
turn over. lt simply dwindles away and 
dies by degrees. Put upen its right side 
the oyster cannot live. Of course, there 
is an explanation of this pecullarity. The 
right hand part of the oyster shell is the 
top and movable part. If the oyster is 
put In its natural position, that is, on its 
left side, it requires but a small amount 
of physical energy to open and raise the 
right hand section of the shell when the 
oyster wants to feed. Reverse the posi- 
tion and put the oyster on the right side 
and we find an extremely difficult problem 
from the oyeter’s standpoint. In order to 
open the shell for feeding purposes, it is 
necessary for the oyster to radse not only 
the weight of the left section of the shell, 
but its own weight as well. If we reverse 
the natural position of the oyster, put on 
its right hand side and wedge it so it can't

Argentina 
and India have more wheat to spare than 
usual, but Australia is importing wheat;
